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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the election, received 10/17/06. Group I, claims 1-17 
have been elected. Claims 1 8-24 are withdrawn as being drawn to non-elected inventions. 
Claims 1-17 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement, received 10/8/04, is acknowledged. A signed copy 
is enclosed hereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

This is a "written description" rejection, rather than an enablement rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. Applicant is directed tothe Guidelines for the Examination of Patent 
Applications Under the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, U 1 "Written Description" Requirement, Federal Register, 
Vol. 66, No. 4, pages 1099-1 111, Friday January 5, 2001 . 
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Vas-Cath Inc. V. Mahurka, 19 USPQ2d 1111, states that "applicant must convey with 
reasonable clarity to those skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought, he or she was in 
possession of the invention. The invention, for purposes of the "written description" inquiry, is 
whatever is now claimed" (see page 1117). 

A review of the language of the claim indicates that these claims are drawn to a genus, 
i.e., the genus of a pharmaceutical agent having the formula : carrier-linker-peptide, wherein the 
peptide is a peptide having the formula aa n , wherein peptide is Tyr-Gly-Gly-Phe-Met, carrier is 
a cinnamoyl and derivatives thereof and wherein the linker is -C6 or C8 acididc moiety and 
derivatives thereof. 

A description of a genus may be achieved by means of a recitation of a representative 
number of species falling within the scope of the genus or of a recitation of structural features 
common to the members of the genus, which features constitute a substantial portion of the 
genus. Regents of the University of California v. Eli Lilly & Co., 1 19 F3d 1559, 1569, 43 
USPQ2d 1398, 1406 (Fed. Cir. 1997). In Regents of the University of California v. Eli Lilly (43 
USPQ2d 1398-1412), the court held that a generic statement which defines a genus of nucleic 
acids by only their functional activity does not provide an adequate written description of the 
genus. The court indicated that, while applicants are not required to disclose every species 
encompassed by a genus, the description of the genus is achieved by the recitation of a 
representative number of species falling within the scope of the claimed genus. At section B(l), 
the court states "An adequate written description of a DNA ... requires a precise definition, such 
as by structure, formula, chemical name, or physical properties, not a mere wish or plan for 
obtaining the claimed chemical invention". 
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There is a single species of the claimed genus disclosed that is within the scope of the 
claimed genus, i.e. wherein peptide is Tyr-Gly-Gly-Phe-Met, carrier is a cinnamoyl and wherein 
the linker is -C6 or C8 acididc moiety. . The disclosure of a single disclosed species may 
provide an adequate written description of a genus when the species disclosed is representative 
of the genus. However, the present claim encompasses numerous species that are not further 
described. There is substantial variability among the species. 

One of skill in the art would not recognize from the disclosure that the applicant was in 
possession of the genus of which comprises the genus of derivatives of the carrier and the linker. 
The specification does not "clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that [he 
or she] invented what is claimed" (see Vas-Cath at page 1116). 

Applicant is reminded that Vas-Cath makes clear that the written description provision of 
35 U.S.C. 1 12 is severable from its enablement provision (see page 1115). 

All other claims depend directly or indirectly from the rejected claim and are, therefore, 
also rejected under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph for the reasons set forth above. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claim 1 recites " carrier... and derivatives thereof... and linker... and derivatives 
thereof..." This is vague and indefinite as to the metes and bounds of the carrier derivatives and 
the linker derivatives. 

All other claims depend directly or indirectly from the rejected claim and are, therefore, 
also rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph for the reasons set forth above. 



Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1, 3 5 7, and 9-14 of prior U.S. Patent No.6,908,900. This is a double patenting rejection. 

The instant invention is drawn to a pharmaceutical agent having the formula : carrier- 
linker-peptide, wherein the peptide is a peptide having the formula aa n , wherein peptide is Tyr- 
Gly-Gly-Phe-Met, carrier is a cinnamoyl and wherein the linker is -C6 or C8 acididc moiety. 

The '900 patent is drawn to a pharmaceutical agent comprising a carrier moiety and a 
peptide species, wherein the carrier moiety is chemically linked to the peptide, wherein the 
peptide comprises Tyr-Gly-Gly-Gly-Phe-Met and wherein the carrier is cinnamoyl. The linker 
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species is directly bound to the carrier. Alternatively, the linker species is bound to the carrier 
through a -C6 or-C8 acidic moiety. More preferably, the linker speies is Gly-carba-Gly, a 
pseudo-peptide. See, i.e, for example, abstract, column 2, lines 29-65, column 6, lines 54-60, and 
claims 1, 3, 7, and 9-14. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Li, USPN 6,136,952. 

The instant invention is drawn to a drawn to a pharmaceutical agent having the formula : 
carrier-linker-peptide. 

Li teaches various molecules can be attached to a JAGGED polypeptide including, for 
example, other polypeptides or chemical moieties, see column 8, lines 24-26. Therefore, the 
reference is deemed to anticipate the instant claims above.
